GIVE porridge a trial, elther for 
breakfast or supper, and soon It 
will become one of the hourchold'’s 
favourite dishes, Here ta a good 
‘reclpe:— 

Take 1 pint water and 2 ozs, cOnrse 
or medium oatmeal, according to 
taate, good pinch salt. . - 

Draw the water fresh, pour into 
pan, ond bring quickly to the both 
When boiling, sprinkle in the mea- 
sured meal with the left hand, and 
keep stirring all ‘the time with the 
right. When it begins to thicken, 
draw the pan to the side of the fire 
and add salt, 

Simmer slowly, 30-40 minutes, 
stirring occasionally, or make It in a 
double saucepan, keeping the water 
in the under part bolling all the time. 

Cooked {fn this way, It requircs 
little or no attention, and there is no 
fear of burning. The thickness of 
the porridge is very much a matter 
of taste.

He attended Heldelbery University 
from which he Inter went to Leipzig 
to study philosophy and the classics, 
at the same time taking lessons gt the 
Conservatoire, 

At the age of 20, he made his debut 
1s a solo pianist at the famous Leipzig 

Gewandhaus concerts. 

He then became a chorus director at 
Zurich Town Theatre from which he 
went to Solzbury# as conductor at the 
theatre. 

. In 1886 he was appointed first con- 
ductor at the German Theatre in 
Prague. He frequently visited Berlin 
and In 1891 was made first-conductor 
at the Royal Opera there and later 
was appointed director-general of the 
Court Opera at Munich. 

In 1912, he went to America to 
direct the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra. His great success there was cut 
short by the outbreak of the war and 
Inter, when America declared war, he 
was interned. 


In 1919 he returned to Germany, 


where he continued his work, Three 


years later he was appolnted director 


of’ the Philharmonic concerts in 
Homburg. - ;

The only way to deal with this 
situation is to All the burnt saucepan 
with fairly strony salt and water and 
Jeave it standing all night. ‘Then 
bring the contents slowly to the boil 
and you will find the burnt particles 
gan be rubbed away, 

Make o. rule of always washings the 
saucepan while It is stil warm. This 
halves the dificulties of mings.

Feet get less air and perspiration softens the tissues, leaving them 
more susceptible to blisters and infection, 


Remember this when you walk 
over hard pavements, stand for hours 
behind a counter shifting your weight 
wearily from one foot to another, or 
hurry upstalrs and down on your 
numerous errands, There is so much 
you can do.te have more comfortable 
fect. Two or three times a week, or 
nny time when your feet are thred 
and burning, #ive them this treat- 
ment: 

Soak in tepid salt water for’ five 
The heat draws 
out the aches ana weariness while the 
salt solution has a hardening effect 
on skin and tissues. Now in fresh 
water, serub the feet vigorously witn 
a-brush_.. und -: 
brush with not-too-stif? brists 
do. Get between the toes and 
ently over any eallolsed urcak. * 


Hot and Cold Water 


The next step is the surprise. 
Run water as hot as you can then 
cold alternately over your feet, This 
forces out sluggish blood and brings 
in a fresh supply, relleving the con- 
gestlon that causes swelllng and 
aching. Vinish with cold water, or 
dry your feet off and to be extra 
kind to them, ¢nd with a, spraying or 
rub of cnu de Cologne. ‘The latter 
is mildly astringent, soothing ‘and re- 
fveshing. 


Drying the feet is something elso 
that should be done with even more 
care, Always dry thoroughly “be- 
tween the toes, and use the rough 
surface of your Turkish towel to ru 
away softened collouses and remove 
dead cullele from the .nall surface. 
Now you can dlnnce half the night or 
be olf to bed, thoroughly refreshed. 
Before slipping on your hose in the 
morning dust ceodorant powder be- 
tween your tocs, 


At least once a week, perhaps at 
the tine when you give yourself 
your repular pedicure, treat your feet 
to a thorough massage with a rich 
lubricating cream. Special foot 
creams are svothing and refreshing, 
Begin 
with the tocs, mussaging cach one 
separately und working from the tips 
up over the ankle. Use both hands, 
the thumbs on top, the fingers curled 
nround the sides and under the foot. 
Give special attention to the sole of 
he foot. Stroke the feet gently up- 
ward, cnding this:part of the treat- 
ment with a rotary massage move~ 
ment in the hollows on cither side of 
the heel, 


Remember your fect do ‘not end 
with your ankles. Continue the mas- 
suge over the calf of the leg, twisting 
and kneading the bly muscle and 
wtroking. firmly upward with both 
hands encircling the leg.

IVE porridge trial, efther. for 

breakfast or supper, and soon, it 
will become one of the houschold's 
favourite dishes, Here Js a good 
recipe:— - 

Take 1 pint water and 2 023, coarse 
or medium oatmeal, according to 
taste, good pinch salt. . 

Draw the water fresh, pour into 
pan, and bring quickly to the boll. 
When boiling, sprinkle Jn the mea- 
sured moal with the left hand, and 
keep stirring all the time with the 
xight. When It begins to thicken, 
draw the pan to the side of tho fire 
and add salt. 

Simmer slowly, 30-40 minutes, 
stirring: occasionally, or make it in a 
double saucepan, keeping the water 
in the under part boiling all the time. 

Cooked in this way, it requires 
little or no attention, and there is no 
fear of burning. The. thickness of 
the porridge is very much a matter 
of taste. More or less oatmeal can 
be used if desired—though the above 
proportions ore the generat favourite. 
Serve with milk, or sugar, syrup, or 
crcam. * 

Note:—For an invalid, it is perhaps 
better to souk the oatmeal overnight, 
os it makes St more digestible; but 
this alters the taste a little, so is not 
always so popular with people with 
healthy appetites. 


Oatmeal Gruel 


This is the season for colds, and a 
good, pleasant cure is n bowl of hot 
gruel, supped after you are safcly 
tucked up In bed. 

To make it, put 1 tablespoon oat- 
meal (fine) into a basin, and soak in

ELL-KEPT saucepans are the 
mark of a good housewife. 

Tho first lesson in the art of well< 
kept anucepans is tho choosing. Few 
realise that short, brond sauccpans 
are more economleul than the tall, 
narrow kind, The reason for this in 
that the former trap more heat than 
the latter, and thus use less gas. 


With all wiaucepans, soo that ihe 

. Md fits well, though not so tightly 
- that it Js o struggle to take it off. 
Pay careful attention: to the handles, 
which should be round und grooved, 
for round handles that are not 
grooved slp too casily when gripped. 


Assure yourself that tho snuce- 
pan balancea well: somo Nght 
aluminium snucepans tip over, the 
steel handle belng heavier than the 
pan itself, If the saucepan is very 
Jorge, there should ‘be « small handle 
opposite to the malin one to assist in 
lifting when the pan is full. : 


Aluminium saucepuns ure casy to 
choose, for thoy must be made of a 
metal of standard purity. They 
should be fairly heavy and stoutly 
built, Enamelled snucepans must 
have a thick, smooth luyer of enamel, 
without blisters or cracks, and the 
surface must be b-ght and glossy. 
Cast-tron saucepam should be tested 
like the wheels of o traln, to see that 
there isn wood “ring.” - . 


Once you have bought the sducepan ! 
see that it is kept properly, A stout | 
wooden shelf should be made where 
the saucepans cun be kept out of the 
way und free from knocks when not 
in use.

All housewives realise that the 
greatest enemy of a saucepan Is un 
encrustalion of soot, and regularly 
clean thelr saucepans, Another 
shortening, of the saucepan's life is 
burning.

though the burn: will apparently 
come off, the next time the saucepan 

* fs used its contents will burn again. 

The only way to deal with this 
situation is to ML the burnt saucepan 
with fairly strong salt and water and 
leave ft standing all night. Then 
bring the contents slowly to the boil 
and you will find the burnt particles 
aan be rubbed away.

All saucepans are * best cleaned by 
rubbing them with a very fine sirade 
of stecl wool, .

The second cause Is that of sup- 
plies of imported meat being shipped 
from the Dominions und South 
Americon. Frozen beef is almost cx- 
clusively required for both the British 
fighting services and the French 
front line troops. Consequently of 
the supplies avaliable for the home 
maricet, the proportion of beef js 
largely reduced compared to mutton 
and lamb. . 

In the Greater London area, pro- 
bably as much as three quarters of

normal conditions is imported. In
